I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  tenth 
Annual  Report  upon  your  Sanitary  District,  with  the 
various  returns  for  the  year  ign. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  marked  incident, 
notably  : — 

(1)  Alteration  in  your  Sanitary  Administration. 

(2)  The  Working  of  “The  Housing,  Town  Plan- 

ning, etc.”  Act  of  1909. 

(3)  The  Census  of  1911. 

(4)  The  Coming  of  the  Public  Health  (Tuber- 

culosis) Regulations,  1911. 

Your  District  has  hitherto  been  divided  into  an 
Eastern  Sub-division  and  a Western  Sub-division, 
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Sanitary

The  Sanitary 
work. 


Mr.  C.  W.  Whitewood  carrying  out  the  conjoint  duties 
of  Sanitary  Inspector  and  District  Surveyor  in  the 
east,  and  Mr.  W.  A.  Read  Sanitary  Inspector  and 
District  Surveyor  in  the  west.  At  the  commencement 
of  your  administrative  year  you  deemed  it  advisable  to 
separate  the  departments,  rather  than  divide  the 
District;  you  therefore  appointed  Mr.  Whitewood  to 
the  office  of  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  Mr.  Read  to  the 
post  of  District  Surveyor  to  your  whole  district. 

In  parting  with  Mr.  Read,  I take  this  opportunity 
of  thanking  him  for  the  valuable  assistance  he  has 
been  to  me  during  the  past  nine  years. 

The  Sanitary  work  of  the  past  year  has  been 
exceptionally  heavy ; the  duties  of  your  Sanitary 
Inspector  in  the  careful  carrying  out  of  the  “ Housing 
and  Town  Planning”  Act,  have  been  extremely  arduous, 
a “house  to  house”  inspection  of  the  whole  district  has 
been  vigorously  commenced  which  entails  not  only 
much  labour  but  on  many  occasions  considerable  un- 
pleasantness, demanding  both  tact  and  patience  whilst 
carrying  out  Inspections. 

After  considering  the  matter  very  carefully,  taking 
into  consideration  the  size  of  the  District  and  the  fact 
that  a perfect  record  (the  result  of  the  inspection)  is 
not  only  valuable  but  necessary,  I feel  it  my  duty  to 
point  out  that  a great  deal  of  your  Inspector’s  time  is 
taken  up  with  matters  that  could  be  ably  dealt  with 
by  someone  less  highly  qualified  ; I therefore  submit 
for  your  consideration  the  advisability  of  appointing  an 
unqualified  assistant  who  for  a comparatively  small 
salary  could  work  under  your  Inspector’s  supervision, 
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thus  freeing  him  for  the  executing  of  his  more  valuable 
services,  and  at  the  same  time  hastening  the  comple- 
tion of  what  must  of  necessity  be  a very  lengthy  task. 

The  present  area  of  the  district  is  79,742  acres,  The  District, 
and  the  population  estimated  at  the  present  Census  is 
19,934  (as  against  20,489  of  1901). 

I have  been  unable  to  obtain  the  populations  of 
the  following  villages  and  towns,  and  have  therefore 
estimated  the  individual  death  rates  upon  the  popula- 
tions in  1901.

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With  the  able  assistance  of  Mr.  Scarlett  an 
excellent  recording  system  has  been  installed  in  your 
district,  the  which  is  being  faithfully  carried  out  by 
your  inspector,  and  will  eventually  result  in  a valuable 
Register  of  the  houses  and  cottages  in  the  Sanitary  area. 

To  give  you  a rough  idea  of  the  work  that  is  being 
carried  out  under  the  “ Housing,  Town  Planning,  etc.” 
Act,  I quote  extracts  from  your  Inspector’s  diary  : 

Four  parishes  have  been  systematically  inspected 
and  a full  Sanitary  Record  obtained,  as  regards 
inmates,  water  supply,  measurements,  closet  accom- 
modation, drainage,  conditions  of  premises,  lighting,

Under  the  section  which  compels  the  landlord  to 
keep  his  property  reasonably  fit  for  human  habitation 
84  notices  have  been  served — these  notices  have  refer- 
ence to  damp  walls,  floors,  defective  roofs,  insufficient 
light  and  ventilation,  defective  doors,  dangerous  con- 
ditions of  ceilings,  stairs,  etc. 

Four  closing  orders  have  been  made  : —

The  Hempnall  property  has  since  been  placed  in 
habitable  repair,  and  there  is  every  promise  of  the 
Pulham  property  eventually  being  made  fit.

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The  work  has  been  somewhat  slow  in  execution 
owing  to  shortage  of  labour  and  weather  conditions, 
but  in  the  majority  of  cases  the  work  has  been  put  in 
hand. 

One  cottage  at  Bunwell  was  closed  voluntarily,  in 
quoting  the  letter  received  a rough  impression  of  some 
of  your  Inspector’s  work  may  be  represented. 

“ I have  hired  a house  to  go  to  at  Michaelmas 
“ but  I am  doubtful  if  it  is  large  enough  or  really  fit 
“ for  me  to  go  to,  as  I am  in  very  weak  health  and 
“ people  say  they  don’t  think  it  fit  for  me  to  go  into. 
“ The  landlord  has  promised  to  have  it  done  up,  would 
“ you  be  so  kind  as  to  see  if  you  think  it  fit  for  me  to 
“ go  into  as  there  are  seven  of  us  and  there  is  only 
“ two  bedrooms  and  they  are  very  small.  I do  not 
“know  of  another  anywhere  and  I must  leave  here  at 
“ Michaelmas.” 

This  is  one  of  the  many  demands  upon  your 
Inspector’s  time,  of  course  he  inspected  the  place  and 
found  a few  repairs  were  being  done  to  an  old 
cottage  that  for  years  had  been  used  to  keep  ducks  and 
fowls  in,  the  floor  of  the  bedrooms  were  caked  with  filth 
and  very  damp  and  insanitary,  a room  intended  for 
the  sleeping  use  of  the  man  was  damp  and  insanitary, 
with  a brick  floor.

There  is  still  no  public  water  service  in  your 
district,  in  the  larger  houses,  factories  and  makings, 
deep  borings  are  made  use  of,  the  greater  portion  of  the 
drinking  water  is  obtained  from  shallow  wells  ; the 
cottagers  depending  upon  a water  supply  from  pond 
and  ditch  suffered  severely  during  the  Summer’s 
drought,  advantage  was  however  taken  of  the  except- 
ional season  for  the  cleaning  out  of  ponds  and  catch- 
pits.

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After  inspecting  your  Union  Workhouse,  I beg  to 
call  your  further  attention  to  the  great  need  of  properly 
constructed  Isolation  Wards  and  to  the  absence  of 
larder  or  hygienic  food  store,  which  ought  to  be  at- 
tached to  ward  kitchens. 

The  return  of  Notifiable  disease  for  1911,  is  of 
lower  average,  than  that  of  any  year  during  the  period 
of  my  office.

The  future  notification  of  all  Pulmonary  Tuber-  Tuberculosis, 
culosis  will  be  extremely  helpful.  Judging  from  tables 
of  mortality,  your  district  appears  to  be  less  troubled 
with  Phthisis  than  the  average.  In  ign/four  deaths

CeYebro-Spinal  Fever  and 
Acute  Poliomyelitis , 

have  become  notifiable  diseases  in  your  district.  I have 
received  no  notifications  of  either  of  the  above  diseases; 
before  the  adoption  of  this  measure,  I had  a case  of 
Acute  Poliomyelitis  under  my  charge,  but  did  not  hear 
of  another  case.

It  is  unsatisfactory  to  observe  that  the  number  of 
Births  per  year  is  steadily  decreasing,  and  that  our 
Birth-rate  18.46  compares  badly  with  that  of  the 
County  of  Norfolk  which  is  21.8. 

Infant  Mortality  is  somewhat  higher  than  that 
of  1910,  the  total  for  1911  being  48.  In  referring  to 
Table  IV.  it  will  be  observed  that  18  deaths  occurred  in 
Infants  under  one  week  old,  and  therefore  may  be  put 
down  to  congenital  defects,  injury,  and  premature  birth. 
Only  three  cases  of  death  from  epidemic  sickness.

1000  inhabitants.
